Proclamation

W ashington, Ju n e 20.—All stock­ 
y a rd s in the United States today 
w e re o rd e re d by President Wilson 
to be put u n d e r federal license.

p re sid e n tia l proclamation

sued requiring licenses bt* secured 
fro m the food adm inistration on or 
before July 25. 
T he licensing also 
is required of the commission men. 
o r d e r buyers, traders, speculators 
a n d scalp e rs handling or dealing in 
live cattle, sheep, swine or goats 
in connection w*ith such stockyards 
except those exem pted by the food 
a n d fuel law.
